“We want people to 
think,” said Mansfield. 
“When you are out drink¬ 
ing, how are you getting 
home?” 

Mansfield says the 
$20,000 body bags campaign 
is a first for the local chapter 


as it tries to target 20-some¬ 
things who are more prone 
to getting behind the wheel 
drunk than any other age 
group. 

“I think this is a fantastic 
idea,” said Fern Jordan, 
whose 11-year-old daughter 
was killed by a drunk driver 
in 1988. 

“Something like this has 
never been seen before and I 
think it would have a huge 
impact.” 

Jordan says the body bag 
posters may also remind 
others to stop someone 
from getting behind the 


wheel of a vehicle while in¬ 
toxicated. 

“It’s veiy powerful,” she 
said. 

The campaign, ending in 
the first week of January, 
will also include radio ads 
that will remind listeners to 
not allow letting their loved 
ones open a “body bag” this 
holiday season, said Mans¬ 
field. 

City cops made 1,955 
charges for impaired driving 
in 2007, up from 1,546 in 
2006, according to figures 
from the Edmonton Police 
Service. 


Tailings ponds 
leaking, says 
new report

Four billion litres of toxic 
water from oilsands trap¬ 
pings ponds — enough to 
fill Toronto’ Rogers Centre 
two-and-a-half times — has 
been mixed with groundwa¬ 
ter every year, says a new re¬ 
port released yesterday by 
an environmental group. 

And new projects in Al¬ 
berta’s oilsands could boost 
that amount to more than 
25 billion litres within a 
decade, said the Environ¬ 
mental Defence report. 

“This stuff just doesn’t 
disappear,” said report au¬ 
thor Matt Price with Envi¬ 
ronmental Defence. 

Price says the data collect¬ 
ed was from the oilsands in¬ 
dustry, but a spokeswoman 
with the Alberta govern¬ 
ment’s environment office 
says it’s already aware tail¬ 
ings ponds leak, but there’s 
existing industiy-controlled 
systems in place that pre¬ 
vent environmental damage. 

Kim Capsticlc says sys¬ 
tems already in place catch 
the water and put it back in¬ 
to the tailings ponds before 
it reaches groundwater. 

“In some cases, it is reach¬ 
ing veiy deep groundwater 
structures that are naturally 
contaminated because they 
flow right below the oil¬ 
sands,” said Capsticlc. 

The report comes on the 
same day another report 
was released that says acid 
rain in Alberta’s oilsands re¬ 
gion could be forcing forest 
soils past their tolerance 
levels.

UN urged to blacklist

Dan Boyle can’t hide the 
hint of satisfaction he 
gets out of seeing the 
Tampa Bay Lightning in 
the NHL basement. 

“I’m only human, right?” 
Boyle joked. “But to see 
what has happened out 
there, it’s probably more 
sad than anything for me 
because I still think it’s a 
great place to play and it’s 
very unfortunate all this 
stuff is going on.” 

The 32-year-old defence- 
man didn’t realize it at the 
time, but the Lightning 
gave him the equivalent of 
a get-out-of-jail-free card 
when they kicked him to 
the curb in July after new 
owners Oren Koules and 
Len Barrie took over. 

Boyle, who was asked to 
waive his no-trade clause 
before the ink had dried 
on his new six-year con¬ 
tract, ended up being dealt 
to the San Jose Sharks. 
While the Koules-Barrie 
overhaul has Tampa Bay (6- 


13-8) bumbling in contro¬ 
versy and incompetence, 
Boyle and the Sharks (22-3- 
2) are the NHL’s best team. 

“I was planning to be (in 
Tampa Bay) for a while, but 


having seen the way some 
guys have been treated 
there and what’s gone on 
so far, and on top of that, 
how I’ve been treated here, 
I have no regrets whatsoev¬ 


er,” Boyle said. 

The five-foot-11, 190- 
pounder from Ottawa has 
put the Lightning debacle 
behind him, not to men¬ 
tion a serious wrist injury 
that sidelined him for half 
of last season. 

Boyle, who is second 
among NHL blue-liners 
with 10 goals and 14 assists 
for 24 points in 25 games, 
is hearing whispers he 
could be a Norris Trophy 
candidate if he keeps it up. 

Although Boyle won a 
Stanley Cup with the Light¬ 
ning in 2004, he calls the 
Sharks the “best team I’ve 
been on.” But he is also 
aware the Sharks have 
been perennial under¬ 
achievers in the post-sea¬ 
son and wants to help 
erase that label. 

“Playoff hockey, as we all 
know, is totally different,” 
Boyle said. 

“We had a pretty good 
team in ’04. We stepped it 
up to the next level in the 
playoffs. Until we get 
there, until we do that 
with the Sharks, it remains 
to be seen.”

Imagine you’re in the 
shoes of Yoshiyuki Meada. 
He’s the program manager 
for the 2010 Mazda 3 and 
his job is to fix something 
that isn’t broken. 

One of eveiy three Mazda 
vehicles sold around the 
world is a Mazda3. In Cana¬ 
da, the Mazda3 has im¬ 
proved in sales eveiy year 
since it was introduced in 
2003. In fact, 2008 will set 
another sales record, with 
people lining up to get a lit¬ 
tle Zoom Zoom in their lives. 

What Meada did was 
take the overall Mazda3 
design concept and keep 
what was working and re¬ 
fine the rest. 

To get everyone on board, 
he insisted on designers and 
engineers from Mazda’s 
styling centres visiting each 
other’s countries to talk 
about the car and learn 
what consumers in differ¬ 
ent parts of the world were 
thinking. His idea was to in¬ 
still what Mazda calls “the 
emotion of motion.” 

Although the 2010 and 
the current Mazda3 have 
virtually the same dimen¬ 
sions, much attention was 
paid to aerodynamics with 
things like panels under 
the body to smooth air 
flow with the car’s overall 
coefficient of drag going 
from 0.31 down to 0.29. 

The biggest visual change is 
the much-enlarged grille. 
While it retains the Mazda 
five-point design, the wide 
mouth is there, not just for 
improved cooling, but is an 
actual part of the aero pack¬ 
age. 

The cabin area under¬ 
went not just a major re¬ 
design with liberal use of 
soft-touch materials, but 
the switch to what Mazda

calls a Zone Layout. 

Instrumentation is 
placed in zones of impor¬ 
tance based on eye move¬ 
ment, the primary ones be¬ 
ing the large tachometre 
on the left and speedome¬ 
ter on the right in pods di¬ 
rectly in the line of sight of 
the driver. 

Housed in a second zone 
is a Multi Information Dis¬ 


play (MID) on the centre of 
the dash and raised 100 
mm higher and to the 
right of the main gauges.

survey A recent GMAC In¬ 
surance survey in the U.S. 
revealed many drivers are 
stumped when it comes to 
proper safety procedures 
for winter weather driving. 

Of the more than 5,000 
licensed drivers surveyed 
across the nation, GMAC 
Insurance found several 
startling facts about driver 
competency during frozen 
or snowy conditions: 

• 46 per cent were un¬ 
aware their gas tank 
should be at least half full 
in order to continue pro¬ 
viding heat in case of an 
emergency. 

• 38 per cent didn’t 
know driving while using 
cruise control, even in 
clear conditions, could be 
dangerous. 

• 24 per cent did not 
know to turn the wheel in 
the direction of a skid.

\The “fun” of motoring can 
be seen by some (many) as 
frivolous in these days 
where gasoline prices here 
can be affected overnight 
by storms and rebellions 
half a world away. 

To me, a car is a form of 
time machine that lets you 
cover distances in one hour 
that would have been mind- 
boggling to those living in 
1808. 

Driving is hard work espe¬ 
cially on super highways 
where the average speed is 
greater than that of airplanes 
a centuiy ago. It takes con¬ 
centration and, as we all 
know, it isn’t cheap. 

So that’s why, in my opin¬ 
ion, occasionally enjoying 
the freedom a car can give is 
something to be savoured. 

Which brings me around 
to the 2008 Honda S2000, a 
roadster you don’t see a lot, 
but is considered by some as 
one of the great sportscars of 
the market and a sure col-

lector car in the future. 

When you look at it objec¬ 
tively, it’s really a decade old 
and should be well behind 
current levels of perform¬ 
ance and handling. But that’s 
not the case. 

I first saw what was to 
become the S2000 in 1995. It 
was a concept car called the 
SSM and about the size of a 
Mazda Miata. Frankly, it did 
not have the perky looks of 
the Miata so I dismissed it as 
just another exercise to 
gauge public reaction. 

But Honda had other ideas. 
It re-emerged in 1999 to mark 
the 50th anniversary of the 


founding of the company that 
was taking place in 2000, thus 
the name. It also was the turn¬ 
ing of the millennium, so 
Honda poured all its expert¬ 
ise into the car. 

Incorporating the knowl¬ 
edge gained from Formula 
One and IndyCar, it had an 
engine of just 2.0-litres dis¬ 
placement with a carbon- 
fibre reinforced block and 
super-light forged-alloy pis¬ 
tons. Because this car was 
designed from the outset to 
rev to 9,000 rpm, special bear¬ 
ing alloys were used right out 
of IndyCar. Producing an 
amazing 240 hp, albeit at 
8,600 rpm in the year 2000, 
the powerplant set new pro¬ 
duction car standards for vol¬ 
umetric efficiency. 

Today the engine is larger 
at 2.2-litres producing 237 hp 
at 8,000 rpm with 162 lb/ft of 
torque. It remains today as 
the highest specific horse¬ 
power/litre normally aspirat¬ 
ed production engine on the 
market. Fuel consumption is 
listed as 11.8L/100 1cm city 
and 8.4L/1001cm highway 

The front suspension is 
racecar-derived double wish¬ 
bones with shocks custom-fit¬ 
ted to soak up most road 
irregularities. This, along 
with a multi-link rear system 
that incorporates a TORSEN 
(TORque SENsing) differen¬ 
tial, lets the suspension do 
the work. This allows the 
exceptionally rigid chassis to 
be free from classic cowl 
shake or axle tramping as the 
rear tires go over bumps or 
railroad tracks. 

The front/rear weight dis¬ 
tribution is a perfect 50/50 
thanks to the engine sitting 
back so far back that it is 
almost mid-engined. 

As you can guess, the 
S2000 is all about revs, or bet¬ 
ter yet, keeping them up. 

From launch, you ease in 
the clutch and you feed in 
the gas sharply then go for 
second asap. After that, the 
traction starts to kick in and 
you soon find the combina¬ 
tion of a stiff platform, com¬ 
pliant suspension and ability 
to squirt and turn thanks to 
the 50/50 weight bias results 
in a veiy pointable car.

“Will is shockingly shy 
about intimacy with 
strangers,” says Dawson, 
who says her gregarious, 
hard-working co-star 
pushed the filming of their 
kissing scenes for weeks, 
“to the point where I start¬ 
ed getting nervous about 
my breath.” 

And when it came to that 
day’s filming, she noticed 
Smith revving up for it by 
loudly proclaiming to him¬ 
self, “Yeah, we’re gonna 
GET this scene! Whooo! 
Yeah, I’m ready to go to- 
day!” 

“I was like, ‘You’re kind 
of freakin’ me out, like I 


need a little calm to go into 
this, some candles and nice 
music, and you’re scream¬ 
ing like you’re playing foot¬ 
ball or something,”’ said 
Dawson, laughing at the 
memory, 

“But it was so sweet. 
Everybody could tell he 
was really nervous.” 

Smith, whose wife of 
many years is actress Jada 
Pinlcett Smith, smiles good- 
naturedly in talking about 
his on-camera skittishness 
regarding sex. 

He explains it by saying 
that he lives in fear that a 


woman cast opposite him 
in those moments will look 
at her famous married 
scene partner as an oppor¬ 
tunistic groper. 

“I need women to be 
comfortable around me, 
and doing a love scene with 
our clothes off just puts me 
in a defensive space,” he 
said. “But it also hurts the 
acting if I’m in that space.” 

The idea, he said, is to 
get to a comfortable point, 
“Where a hand can brush 
up against her and it’s not, 
‘Oh, excuse me.’” 

At least his romantic in¬ 


terlude in Seven Pounds 
was a necessary one for a 
story whose message of re¬ 
newal in the face of debili¬ 
tating trauma has come to 
mean everything for its re¬ 
lentlessly positive and up¬ 
beat star/producer. 

“The spring is always 
coming,” says Smith. “And 
this character didn’t realize 
that. He didn’t know that 
what got broken could be 
repaired. And I love that 
transformative power of 
love, how you’ve got to be 
prepared to catch the wave 
of new life.”

TALKED TO DEATH: Jay 

Leno’s career has been an 
anxious curiosity ever 
since NBC let it be known 
that his Tonight Show slot 
was being handed over to 
Conan O’Brien, and for 
months now everybody — 
including Leno — has been 
acting like he’d be moving 
to ABC as soon as Jeff Zuclc- 
er and NBC would let him 
slip free of the bonds of his 
contract. 

That bit of conventional 
wisdom was knocked on 
the head yesterday with 
the news that NBC would 
be giving Leno a 10 p.m. 
weekday slot for a new 
talk show, starting in the 
fall of 2009. As things 
stand now, that means 
three different talk show 
slots on the network run¬ 
ning from primetime to 
late night, with Leno, 
O’Brien and Jimmy Fallon 
all on NBC’s payroll as 
hosts. (Or 3 V 2 , according 


to the L.A. Weekly’s Nikki 
Finlce, who reminds us of 
Carson Daly’s spot on 
NBC’s schedule, which 
seems charitable of her.) 

The decision might look 
like NBC belatedly ac¬ 
knowledging Leno’s value 
to the network, but it has 
more to do with Zuclcer 
and programming hench¬ 
man Ben Silverman’s sin¬ 
gular focus on the bottom 
line, and their fervent in¬ 
tention to cut down on the 
number of weekly hours of 
network programming. 
Any way you look at it, it’s 
a cost-cutting move. 

Leno as the lead-in for lo¬ 
cal news shows at 11 p.m. 
will play well with NBC af¬ 
filiate stations all over the 
U.S., though the move is 
betting everything on 
Leno’s late night audience 
figuring out how to record 
CSI on their PVRs so they 
can tune in — a big gam¬ 
ble since Leno’s numbers 
rely heavily on older view¬ 
ers who aren’t as comfort¬ 
able with changing long¬ 
standing habits or delayed 
viewing. 

Patt Morrison of the Los 
Angeles Times sees the 
boomer/oldster angle as 
the story, and not the net¬ 
work penny-pinching. 


“Leno at 10?” Morrison 
wrote on a Times blog. 
“From The Tonight Show 
to The Evening Show? 
Pretty soon the nation will 
be lining up for the sen¬ 
iors’ Early Bird Dinner Spe¬ 
cial at 4 p.m., and then 
coming home to fall asleep 
right after the Leno mono¬ 
logue, if there is one on 
the new show, and finally 
waking up at 3 a.m. to a 
screaming bladder and 
screaming infomercials.” 

And so a generation be¬ 
gins passing from view in a 
fog of drowsiness and in¬ 
continence.
